G ranted Last Night by the City Connell

The ciiy couucil acted last night 
on the report of the committee ap­ 
pointed at a previous meeting to in­ 
vestigate the 
matter of granting 
franchises for electric lights 
and 
electric railway from Bryan to Col- 
lege. 
The proposed ordinances, as here­ 
tofore printed in the Eagle, except 
the donation of a block of ground, 
were passed as amended according 
to the forecast printed in the Eagle 
last Sunday morning, with the ex­ 
ception that Dallas street through­ 
out its length was excepted from 
the streets over which franchise was 
granted for the railway. 
It was also provided th at the com­ 
pany to whom the franchises were 
granted or their assigns must begin 
work within six mooths from this 
date, and that the road and light 
plant must be completed within one 
year from the time work is begun, 
else the franchises are void. 
■ 
The franchises as granted by the 
council are satisfactory to the citi­ 
zens’ committee with the exception 
of cutting out Dallas street south of 
the intersection of Baker street. Ba­ 
ker street intersects Dallas street at 
Ernest F. Parks’ residence, aud the 
committee wanted the privilege of 
getting out of town on Dallas street, 
so as to present, the proposition In 
the most attractive light possible to 
capitalists, in drder to get the most 
favorable proposition possible for the 
benefit of the town. 
The committee in whose names 
the franchises are granted expressed 
themselves to Tile Eagle representa­ 
tive as being pleased with the pros­ 
pects now, as they believe that in 
the main the people of Bryan will 
approve of it, aud the success of the 
undertaking depends entirely upon 
the people of Bryan.

ELECTRIC LINE. 
An electric railroad from College 
Station to Bryan would benefit both 
the town and the College. 
The 
College would have no need 
of 
building cottages for future in- 
etructor8, nor more dormitories, 
immediately, because a number of 
teachers and students could con­ 
veniently room 
in 
Bryan. 
Of 
course, as many dormitories 
as 
possible should be built, but lack 
of dormitories would not mean a 
limited number of students. 
If 
this line is not in operation by 
next October, it is estimated that 
about two hundred young men will 
have to be turned away for lack of 
proper accomodations. 
To the town of Bryan the road 
will mean an increase in prosperity. 
Many college students will live 
there, and new houses will 
be 
built for them; teachers will build 
cottages there; and Bryau may in 
time become a typical college town, 
with fraternity houses and all the 
other pleasing characteristics of a 
town near an important school. 
In time the streets may be properly 
paved, parks may be laid out, and 
the town may have a much larger 
population. 
It is well known according to a 
writer on economics, that when the 
price of a public convenience is 
lowered there is a more than pro­ 
portional increase in the number 
of its patrons. 
An electric line 
could make money by charging a 
fare of ten cents from College to 
Bryan (five cents lower than the 
railroad fare); though the regular 
rate for interurban fares is only 
one and a half cents per mile. 
With this rate, the fare from Col­ 
lege to Bryan would be seven and 
a half cents.—The Battalion.

Have Published. 


DENIALS GIVEN OUT. 


According to Russian thief of Staff 
the Reports Sent (Int Relative 
to Rattle of Mnkden Nave 


Keen E x ag g erated . 


Qunshu Pass, April 
26.—An exact 
•^ptement of the losses on all categories 
n the twit tie of Mukden from FYb. 19 to 
March 14. complied by the general staff, 
shows that the casualties were greatly 
overstated 
In 
earlier report*. S tate­ 
ments from Japanese sources Indicating 
wholesale capture of prisoners, enor­ 
mous booty and cannon, are now de­ 
nied. 
In reality It appears the Russian 
losses amounted to two generals, who 
were captured. 1985 
staff 
and 
other 
officers, and 87,677 men, of whom the 
greatest part, about 55.000 were wound­ 
ed. In evacuating Mukden and retreat­ 
ing to the northward the Russians lost 
thirty-tw o guns, of which three wore 
mortars, three old type field guns with 
piston action and tw enty-six qulck-flre 
guns. 
Of the siege artillery every gun 
and all the ammunition carts were sent 
north two days before the retreat be­ 
gan. 
General Karkevltch, the chief of 
staff, calculates that other losses aside 
from wounded were as follows: 15,000 
killed, 7000 to 8000 known to have been 
captured and 10,000 to 12,000 m issing, 
of whom several thousand were drivers, 
sanitary and com m issary corps em ­ 
ployes and other ono-eom hatants. 
A 
very 
largo 
number 
were 
slightly 
wounded and returned to ranks, many 
even resorting to deception In order to 
leave the hospitals. 
This would indicate that the extent 
of the Japanese victory and the dis­ 
order of the Russian retreat have been 
exaggerated and that the spirit of the 
Russian army Is still strong and that 
troops not demoralized. 


TOGO’S FLAGSHIP. 


Russian Admiral Will Make T hat His 
Special Object of Attack. 
Saigon, April 26.—Two ships loaded 
with rice for Saigon, and bound for 
Japan have been captured by ships 
belonging to the Russian squadron.
